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Professors Appeal Contracts 


Loyola’s department 





of theology simmers

Tension has been building up 
within the Theological Studies 
Department at Loyola since last 
April. 

Conflicts within the depart- 
ment stem from recent protests 
by three theology professors 
who are disputing one-year 
non-renewable contracts 
authorized by  now-retired 
Father Patrick Malone last 
spring. 

Doctors Peter Moroziuk, 
Charles Paris, and Malcolm 
Spicer were handed terminal 
contracts after previously ap- 
plying for tenure. A college 
official quoted in The Gazette 
explained that this was a polite 
way of asking the professors to 
leave Loyola. The professors 
appealed their case and an 
appeal board decision is 
expected within the next two 
weeks. 

Last year, two other theology 
professors, Drs. Peter Richard- 
son and Peter Jones, resigned 
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Dick ip oat at Sir George 


Campus... 
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their posts at Loyola. Dr. Jones 
in his letter of resignation dated 
August 12, 1974 stated, “I can 
see no acceptable future for the 
department under the present 
leadership. During the past year 
there have been a series of 


arbitrary decisions affecting the 


careers of faculty and. stu- 
dents.” 

Loyola Student Government 

Response 

Last Thursday the Loyola 
Students Association and the 
Theological Studies Students’ 
Association held a press con- 
ference at Loyola to explain 
their positions. They pointed 
out that they “are in complete 
agreement that contractual 
disputes belong properly in the 
hands of the Appeals Board and 
are confident that the Appeals 
Board has rendered a fair and 
just. decision in the cases of the 
appelants of the Department of 
Theological Studies.” However, 
L.S.A. presidents Irvin Katsof 
and Bill Loucks and T.S.S.A. 


president Loraine Street indi- 
cated that the main area of 
concern is the environment and 
daily functions of the Theo- 
logical Studies department. 
The L.S.A. and T.S.S.A. feel 
they, “can morally no longer 
accept what has occurred within 
the department and that the lack 
of communication, the total 
environment in the department 
and the contractual non-re- 
newal of some of the most 
highly respected faculty mem- 
bers in Loyola have come about 
as a result of the actions of Dr. 
Hofbeck, chairman of the 
department of theology.” 


Both student organizations 
have called for the resignation 
of Hofbeck from his position. 
Furthermore they have co-oper- 
atively drafted a motion that the 
Loyola Faculty of Arts & 
Sciences formulate a commit- 
tee of enquiry to review the 
existing situation within the 
Theology department. 
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Loyola students were voting last week to appoint representatives 
from the Humanities and Natural Sciences Departments to the 
Faculty Council. Also in the referendum was a choice of three 
Commerce students to sit on the Student Senate. The enticing

Warm sunshine, enthusiastic 
giggles, and intense eagerness 
dominate the mood of a first 
floor room at 2305 St. Marc, 
otherwise known as Concor- 
dia’s Child Care Centre. Here a 
child’s curiosity, never finite in 
its forms, may constantly seize 
upon stimulating new experi- 
ence, and learn, with patient 
and involved teachers close-at- 
hand, how to gain the most out 
of these. A variety of daily 
activities are outlined by each 
group leader, but short 
attention spans and quickly- 
changing moods-7 of the 
children, . are taken into 
account. Not only does this 
Child Care Centre create an 
atmosphere of freedom to 
explore and discover any new or 
different whim each child may 
conjure up, but it also provides 
all the care and attention 
children between the age of two 
and five really need. 

There are basically three 
qualified teachers working at 
the Centre, along with Director 
Martha Piper who oversees 
most of the activities,-such as 
field trips to the Dolphin Show 
at the Man and His World site, 
or the zoo, or an outing to the 


park. Each teacher or group 
leader either has a degree in 
Early Childhood Education or a 
similar degree, or is in the 
process of studying towards 
one. 

Concordia’s. Child Care Cen- 
tre opened with the '73-'74 year 
inatiny one bedroom apartment 
on Mackay, when a group of 
parent-students at Sir George 
approached the Dean of 
Students with a proposal of 
instituting some sort of care for 
their children while the parents 
were either attending classes or 
using library facilities. They 
soon received a grant from the 
U.C.S.L. (University Council on 
Students Life) to arrange for 
such necessities as_ rent, 
equipment, and salaries. Even 
with escalating costs these 
days, the Child Care Centre still 
keeps its fee down to a mini- 


.mum $40.00 monthly for a 


full-time child. Martha Piper 
explained that since this Centre 
is serving the students, itis only 
fair that the costs be kept down. 

The Centre operates on a 
fluctuating schedule, allowing 
parents to bring their children at 
any time, commencing at 8:30 
in the morning through to 6:30 
in the evening. Since this is

already a ten-hour day, the plan 
to extend the hours into the 
evening was dropped due to 
lack of demand and shortage of 
staff. But the idea is still there if 
the need is great enough. 

The Child Care Centre is a 
happy place. Finger-paintings 
decorate the walls, and books 
such as Tom Thumb, Mother 
Goose, and Richard Scarry fill 
the shelves. There are egg 
cartons to create’ from, 
costumes to dress up in, and 
games to pay with. Their newest 
acquisition is a sort of house 
with climbing ladders and pri- 
vate corners built by McGill 
architecture students. It seems 
to be the favorite Play, 
approximately one-hour set 
aside in the morning and 
afternoon when children are 
allowed to exercise their 
individual imaginations to the 
fullest. 

lf the Child Care Centre 
receives the space it has asked 
for in the new Sir George 
complex, to be completed by 
1979, it will have reached its 
goal, - the proper space and 
design to exercise all the care 
and involvement the teachers 
have shown the past year the 
Centre has been operating.

STATEMENT 
September 16, 1974 


Dr. James Kanasy, Director of 
Libraries of Concordia Univer- 
sity, and Professor Frank Chalk, 
chairman of the Sir George 
Williams Library Committee, 
announced today that they had 
been authorized by University 
authorities to engage a lawyer 
experienced in the field of libel 
law and concerned with the 
scholar’s need for access to 
information to examine the 
Church of Scientology’s de- 
mand that the University remove 


all allegedly libelous books 
critical of the Scientologists 
from its Library collection. The 
demand by the Scientologists 
raises a number of complex and 
difficult issues relating to the 
University’s roie in the defense 
of intellectual freedom, the 
individual’s right to protection 
from libelous attack, and the 
nature of the University’s 
liability in law. Since the 
recently published report of the 
Canadian Library Association’s 
Task Force on_ intellectual 
Freedom did not offer clear and 
unequivocal guidelines, but, in 
essence, advised members to 
act in their own best interest, a 
wide-ranging and thoroughly 
researched recommendation on 
the issues raised by the case is 
of vital dmportance to all 
Canadian university students, 
teachers, and librarians. The 
lawyer's report will be submit- 
ted to the current Library 
Committee and the Commit- 
tee’s subsequent decision will 
be reported to the university 
community.

Last TueSday evening there 
was a double opening at the 
Saidye Bronfman Centre. The 
graphics of Isaac Celnikier were 
the subject of the first exibition. 
With private collections in ten 
countries, including Great 
Britain, United States, and 
. Switzerland, and several exhibi- 
tions throughout Europe, the 
Polish-born graphicist Celnikier 
portrays some very sensitive 
and fragile scenes with great 
ease. 

The graphic that caught my 
eye, titled “L’affront’, was a 
piece from the “Suite Ghetto”. 
Harmony, disharmony, antago- 
nist, protagonist and pacifist all 
stood together in a gripping 
description of aconfrontation in 
the ghetto. 

The second exhibit, and to my 
mind the greater one was a 
photography exhibition by 
Harry Jakubovich, a Canadian 
who was in Israel during last 
year’s Yom-Kippur war. Jakubo- 
vich was studying at the 


Weitzman Institute, and was 
living in Omer, a small town 
surrounded by~ the desert. 
Through an acquaintance in 
Omer, Jakubovich received a 
job with the TV crews following 
the war, which allowed him to 
get into the different war zones 

Many of the photographs are 
from the front lines, some are 
from behind the enemy lines, so 
as a collection they form an 
important documentary of the 
war, especially at this time of 
the year. 

The photographs themselves 
were for the most part good, but 
all too often, the facial 
expressions seemed bland, and 
censored. The CONCORDIAN 
questioned Jakubovich as to the 
reason for this appearance. 
Jakubovich defended hisphotos 
saying that the Israelis are 
100% in favour of fighting for 
their country, and that men in 
the emergency reserve units are 
almost begging to be allowed to 
fight. There are no war resisters, 


nor is there any opposition to 
the war in Israel, added 
Jakubovich. 

This show is considered valid 
by some, especially Yaacob 
Gur, an Israely officer who was 
on hand to open the exhibition, 
but | personally feel that while 
what is there is good, what isn’t 
there is ruining everything. 
There is not one man sweating, 
although most pictures were 
taken in the desert. Not one man 
has an anxious expression, as if 
to say, this afternoon a tank 
shell might kill me and this 
photograph will be the last thing 
that my family will have to 
remember me by; but | don’t 
care, 'cause | like it here. All too 
often, the photos taken were the 
last remembrances. 

Mr. Jakubovich is a cantor in 
the Jewish religion, and is a 
religious man, yet he condones 
the war, and throughout the 
exhibit, even promotes the war, 


_in the better interests of Israel. 


The morbidity of war is 
consciously removed from the 
exhibit so as to strengthen the 
myth that the war can be and 
will be won. There are, (and 
there will be more), cemeteries 
in Israel to prove that there are 
no winners, just losers - Mr. 
Jakubovich.

After three turnovers by both 
clubs, Loyola’s Mike O’Rouke 
ran back an interception 32 
yards for the game’s first six 
point play.

Loyola’s Joe Perri made it
